Cold War — When Non-Communist World Is Strong 
and Stable and Satellite Nations Become Restive, Russia 
Is Expected to Decide Peaceful Co-operation Is Best. 
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May Be Task of Generation}

international diplomacy herewith states the conditions, as he sees them, under which 
real peace between Soviet Russia and the nations of the West can be established.

likely to remain the basic conditioning factor 
of international politics for as long as we can 
see ahead. This realization demands consid- 
erable adjustments of political thought and 
action ori the part of all concerned, especially 
of the United States and Great Britain, with- 
out whose close co-operation the Western 
World, position would be bound to collapse 
in a-very short time. 

The new world situation is the outcome of 
four great events of the. last year. Russia’s 
acquisition of the atomic bomb and the Com- 
munist victory in China have reduced the 
relative value Of the means of pow 
pressure in Western hands and changed the 
balance of power in disfavour of the West. 
If it was ever possible to enforce Western 
demands against Russia by the threat of pre- 
ventive war, that possibility has gone. 

On the other hand, the Russian retreat 
from the Berlin blockade has shown that 
Russia, on her part, is not for the’ moment 
contemplating war, and that she is realistic 
enough to recognize real strength and yield 
to it where she cannot overcome it by means 
short of war. Finally, the Russo-Yugoslav 
conflict inside the Communist camp has 
shown previously unsuspected possibilities of 
loosening and perhaps breaking up the co- 
herence of the Conimunist bloc and of split- 
ting apart the amalgam between international 
Communism and Russian Imperialism.

‘Conditions of Settlement 


The situation which emerges from all this 
can be summed up as follows: 

1. Neither the West nor. Russia can or 
do for the time being contemplate re- 
solving their conflict by war. 

The West cannot do so, first because of the 
internal resistances against preventive or ag- 
gressive war inherent in democratic systems 
of government;-secondly because of the pres- 
ent world balance of power and armaments, 
which gives Russia an initial advantage in 
every land theater of war and something like 
equality even in the air.

The third centenary of the death of Rene 
Descartes is something more ‘than the 
commemoration of an individual sage, for 
with him by general consent the distinc- 
tively modern period of philosophy begins, 


There is indeed a freshness in his ap- 
proach to the eternal problems such as 
we generally assume is the exclusive pre- 
rogative of the Greeks, a simplicity that 
the world had scarcely known since Socra- 
tes. It is as if the 
whole vast accumu- 
lation of learning 
since the. days of 
Abelard ig cleared 
away, and a fresh 
start made from the 
premises the plain 
man understands. 

The plain man is 
apt to be attracted 
on merely personal 
grounds to Descartes, 
who introduces him- Descartes 
self so charmingly with the story of how 
he thought out most of the great system 
in one long frosty day during the Thirty 
Years’ War, while snugly enscSnced inside 
one of those huge stoves which the trav- 
eller may still see in use in the remoter 
highlands of Bavaria. |

Later ages, of course, have devised a 
further refinement of doubt, and objéct 
that the reality of the thought does not 
prove the existence of a thinker; but here 
begins a metaphysical quagmire in which 
the plain man is generally eager to clasp 
Descartes by his reassuring hand. 


Having assured himself of his own real- 
ity (at least during the time when he is 
thinking) Descartes can now set forth to 
reclothe his stripped thought-skeleton with 
flesh, aided by another principle that is 
also attractive to the layman, that “all 
things ‘that we conceive very clearly and 
very distinctly are true.” 


By these means he can re-establish the 
existence of his soul, but he fails to re- 
store the reality of his body, or of any 
part of the visible tangible world. He 
needs a more potent agency. “Son of man, 
And I ansayered, 
© Lord God, thou knowest.” 


He Reintroduces God 


Descartes finds he must reintroduce God 
into his philosophy, and he sets to work to 
do so, using in the main the well-known 
“ontological” argument of the orthodox 
textbooks.

About 130,000 persons occupied some 
37,500 dwellings in this 1300 acres, as 
shown by the last census—a dreary con- 
glomeration of depressing, unsuitable 
habitations, almost without exception. At 
a reasonable density of settlement, & 
larger population. could be accommodated 
in the same area in airy, bright, attractive 
modern structures. 

Tax value of the 1300 acres, for land 
and structures, is about $47,000,000, or 
82 cents a square foot, about one-fifth less 
than the city-wide average. Obviously, to 
acquire and rebuild this entire area would 
be an undertaking runping into hundreds 
of millions of dollars. These acres might 
accommodate at least 40,000 dwelling 
units within the canons of good planning.

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AVE YOU TRIED to polish up your 
memory lately? Given it a work- 
out, stretched its muscles, tried to 

make it really WORK for you? 

Chances are, you haven't. Like most 
Americans you prebably take your mem- 
ory for granted—good or bad. You shrug 
off its shortcomings without a twinge of 
conscience. “I have a poor memory for 
faces,” you explain. Or, “I just can’t seem 
to remember telephone numbers.” 

Memory, you've long assumed, is some- 
thing you're born with—or without—and 
that’s that!

York City psychologist, is where you're 
wrong. Véry wrong! 

For something can be done about your 


For 
nearly a dozen years he has been crusad- 
ing against American forgetfulness. His 
weapons: three widely read books, his 
School of Memory and Concentration 
(classes and correspondence courses) and 
5,000 graduates, some of whom, out of 
‘enthusiasm and gratitude, have formed 
the “Furst Memory Club.” 


Memory Is Made, Not Born 


Dr. Furst’s thesis is that good memories 
are made, not born. “There is no ‘good 
or ‘bad’ memory,” he insists. “Most mem~- 
ories are poor only because they operate 
below capacity.” | 

Nor to him is the human mind merely 
a warehouse, capable of storing only 5° 
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memory. It can be improved. And what's 
more, you can improve it yourself. 

The authority is Dr. Bruno Furst, 59- 
year-old expert on hypnotism, telepathy,

“The more you remember,” he insists, 
“the easier it is to remember more.”

The problem, then, is to connect new 
situations. to be remembered with old 
ones already mastered—in other words, to 
associate new facts with familiar facts. 

And this whole process of association 
can be speeded, according to Dr. Furst, 
through use of mechanical aids, or mem- 
ory “crutches.” 3 


A Crutch for Memory 


Don’t be frightened by.terms. Though 
you’ve probably never thought of them 
in this light, chances are that you’ve 
been using some memory “crutches” for 
years. “I before E, except aftér C ...” or 
“Thirty days hath September ...” are 
perfect examples. Artificial? Surely. But 
they help you remember facts. 

The principal difference between a per- 
son with a trained memory and a person 
with an untrained memory is that the 
former knows WHAT crutches to use. 

Let’s look.at some specific examples: 
How to remember names? 

Dr. Furst suggests six steps. First, get 
the name clearly. Second, repeat it imme- 
diately after the introduction. 

Don’t say, “How do you do?” but rather, 
“How do you do, MR. OTTENFIELD?” 

Third, see whether the name has a 
meaning in itself. In other words try to

associate it with something familiar: Is 
it the name of a city — Mr. Cleveland? 
Or maybe it’s an occupation—Mr. Taylor. 

These are easy, but if the name has no 
direct association you have to create one. 
This is the fourth step, and it’s a matter 
of thinking of Mr. Buckman as buck, 
buckle or bucket; Mr. Bracken as bracket, 
brace or brakeman. The point is that 
when you think of the person’ you will 
think first of buck or bracket. This gives 
you the Key to the name. 

The fifth and sixth rules are easy: re- 
peat the name several times and, finally, 
write it down, because the act of writing 
a name helps you to remember it. 

With a little practice, Mr. Buckman, 
Mr. Bracken — or anyone else — can be 
tagged with the right name. 

How to remember a face? : 

Remembering a name is pretty futile 
unless you can recognize the man. Again, 
Dr. Furst suggests six simple rules: 


See The Whole Face 


First, observe not just the face, but the 
whole head. Note its shape, the hair, eyes 
and forehead, nose, mouth and chin. 
~ Don’t just take a casual glance. Scan 
features closely. Look right at the man. 
Next, classify the features in your own 
mental chart of faces which permits you 
to distinguish ordinary from unusual. 
Look for outstanding features: a Ro- 


“man nose, wide eyes or shade of hair. 


Draw the face, not actually, but men- 
tally. Do it several times. Then, still men- 


tally, compare your imaginative drawing 


with the face itself. Finally, redraw the 
face until you know its peculiarities. 

Meanwhile, if you’ve been mastering 
the person’s name, you'll have ‘his iden- 
tity mastered—and permanently, too. 

Does all this work? It does. 

Using the same principles, Dr. Furst 
can recall and tell you the position of 
each headline, article, advertisement and 
picture in a copy of PARADE after a 
single, slow reading.

“It’s 
a stunt, really. And usually it’s useless.”

E ARE, in the main, an eat-and-run people. We 

bolt our breakfast and dash off to work still 
munching our toast.

Her plea was heard. for while the Caen, her engir 
dead, floundered hopelessly 300 miles east of Delawar 
Bay, the U. 8S. Coast Guard Cutter George W. Campbe 
was chopping through heavy seas to her rescue. 

The Campbell, a 2,500-ton-weather ship skippered t 
stocky, straightforward Capt. Watson A. Burton, USCC 
was westbound at 14 knots from Weather Station Ho 
between Bermuda and the U. 8. mainland when he 
radio picked up the Caen’s distress call. 

“Change. course to Three-Five-Seven,” the skippé 
ordered. 


The Compheil Comes Through 
Five hours later the Campbell had thrown a hawser ov 
the bow of the French ship. Early the next mornir 
with the aid of a tug from New York, the cutter towe 
the distressed freighter past the Delaware Capes. 
For the ship’s company of the Caen, it had been a cz 
of life or death. But for Capt. Burton and the Campbe 
the rescue added up to almost the only hours of excité 
ment in a month of routine but exacting patrol. 
Since the end of the war, life aboard a Coast G 
weather ship has only rarely been flavored with ¢ 
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En route to patrol area, Coast Guard's Campbell holds rendezvous with rescue plane. 


For the most part it consists of days of 
weary vigil on the cold-choked sealanes 
of the Atlantic, unrelieved by sight or 
sound of land. But any day or night can 
come a sudden call of distress, from a 
freighter like the Caen, or from a plane 
like the “Bermuda Sky Queen” rescued by 


. the Campbell's sister Bibb in 1947. 


Right now the Campbeil, named for a 
former Secretary of the Treasury, is one 
of 22 American cutters spotted across the 
Atlantic in an internationally-operated 
weather service system. It was originally 
designed to protect Britain’s ferry com- 


mand in World War IT and now stands 


watch for both air and surface traffic 
across the North Atlantic. 

During the war the ships passed back 
information on weather and also fought 
German U-Boats and shot down enemy 
aircraft. 

Today, however, Capt. Bur- 
ton’s ship has three main func- 
tions. It provides weather and 
meteorological information to 
the U. 8S. Weather Bureau, 
gives communications service 
and guidance to planes flying 
the Atlantic, and performs 
search and rescue work. 

At present five of the ten 
stations on the weather patrol 
are manned by VU. 8S. Coast 
Guard ships and a sixth is 
covered jointly by the UV. 8. 


-. and Canada. Britain guards two others, 


the Low Countries man another and the 
Swedes and Norwegians share the tenth. 


The cutters usually stay at sea a month, 


including two weeks travel to and from 
their stations. In port, they refuel, replen- 
ish stores and give shore leave to their 
crews of 12 officers and 125 men. 


Heavy Weather on the Bridge 

Last winter the Campbell made two pa- 
trols, one at Station Able in the Denmark 
Strait, the other at Station Charlie, 1,000 
miles east of Newfoundland. 

“At Able, we had the usual weather,” 
said Captain Burton. “When you're on the 
northern stations you can expect rough 
seas most of the time, especially north of

the Grand Banks and east of Greenland. 

“Out there, the thermometer frequently 
drops below freezing and the waves get up 
to 40 and 50 feet, and before you know it 
all the deckhouses are sheathed in a 


couple of feet of ice.” 


- It’s a lonely existence. Often the crew 
may complete a month's patrol without 
seeing anything but driving rain, pelting 
spray and lashirig waves. Even the sight 
of a sea gull is rare. 


There’s Always Acey-Ducey 


“We try to keep the crew happy with 


movies, boxing on the afterdeck ‘and be- 
low, smokers, and lots of acey-ducey. 
Then there’s plenty of steak, chicken, 
french fries and ice cream. We're all coffee 
drinkers and there is always java in the 
ofan when a man comes off watch.” 

The day follows a pattern. 

“Rise-and-shine” is sounded 
at 6:30 and the men scour top- 
side and scrub below until 
mess call at 7:15. The mornings 
are devoted to maintenance, 
the afternoons to fire, collision 
and rescue drill. After 5 o’clock 
mess, the crew is free until 
“Lights Out!” is sounded at 10. 

Together the Campbell and 
Burton have patrolled the seas 
for almost two years. 

They shared their closest 
call in December, 1948, while 
the Campbell was homeward bound from 
Weather Station Able. ; 

“T was asleep in my cabin,” Burton re- 
calls. “Suddenly I felt the ship lurch as a 
mountain of water sloshed over her bow 
and broke against the forward deckhouse. 

By the time the skipper reached the 
bridge, the engines were going again and 
the Campbell was ahead again 
despite the fact that the forward deck- 
house had been caved in by that mur- 
derous wave that broke over the bow. 

“For a minute,” says Burton, “I thought 
we'd be ripped apart and go down. But we 
kept moving slowly through that terrible 
sea and made it to port. Sometimes — 
when I look back and recall it —I think 
maybe we're all living on borrowed time.”

We got 
our divorces. Divorce can be un- 


happy, too. Let’s find what ails you.” 


After hours of talk, the “D.A.’s” 
discovered familiar “in-law trou- 


bie.” A “D.A.” weht to the in-laws. 
Bit by bit, the difficulty was 


brought out into the light. Mar- 


riage, with the trouble adjusted, 
was better than divorce. A few 
weeks later, the couple went away 
for a new marital try — together. 


Can “D.A.” Solve Divorce? 


“D.A.,” like “A.A.,” may not be ef- 
fective in all cases (some are too 
far advanced or the basic trouble 
is too deep) but in a recent ten- 
week period, “D.A.” made.a record 
of 33 ‘‘preventions’’ out of 39 
threatened divorces. 

If its score holds, “D.A.” may be- 
come our most important instru- 
ment in leavening the yearly aver- 
‘age of 600,000 divorces and pre- 
venting the disruption of the lives 
of 150,000 children. The Chicago 
organization has grown to 100 
marital trouble-shooters. Groups 
in over 50 cities have asked about 
setting up “D.A.’s.” Says Starr:"It’s 
tough for lawyers. It’s worth it.”

What was that noise? Hotel man 


Tillotson found out next morning 


T 2:44am. one day recently, W. P. 

Tillotson, manager of the Prince 

Llewellyn hotel in Beddgelert,Wales, 
sat bolt upright in bed. 

He had been jolted out of a sound 
sleep by a series of explosions. 
Sounded like a naval broadside, he 
said. Outside, the sky was clear, with 
no sign of a storm. The noise could- 
n't have been thunder, and the ships 
of the Royal Navy were far away. 
Mr. Tillotson listened a while, 
yawned, then went back to sleep. 

Next morning, Mrs. Tillotson 
opened the door of the upstairs 
lounge of the hotel—a room directly 
under the roof. 

The lounge was white with plaster 
dust. In the ceiling was a jagged 
hole. On the floor was a chunk of 
dark stone about the size of a large 
fist. It resembled no local rock. 


Celestial Cannon-Ball 
Checking on the damage, Tillotson 
found that the stone had crashed 


through the slate roof, a full five- 
eighths of an inch thick, had pierced 


the lath underneath, dented an iron 
girder and finally ripped through 
the plaster ceiling. 

Analyzed later, the stone was 
found to be a meteorite. It weighs 
about 1% pounds and is composed 
of black chohdritic stone with an 
alloy of iron and nickel. 

Meteors like Mr. Tillotson's ap- 
parently are fragments of shattered 
planets or other celestial bodies that 


‘follow regular orbits in outer space. 


Attraction of the sun or other stel- 
lar bodies may cause a fragment to 
break out of its orbit. The earth may 
cross the meteor’s path, and when it 
does a collision results. 

Friction of the earth's atmosphere 


heats the meteor to super white-- 


heat. Most meteors explode about 40 
miles up. 

If the core of the meteor remains 
intact, it hurtles earthward until 
the thickness of the earth’s atmos- 
phere sharply brakes its speed. Me- 
teorites smack into the earth at ve- 
locities ranging between eight and 
44 miles per second. A meteor be- 
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comes a meteorite when it hits the 


earth after its blazing flight. 

The Beddgelert meteorite is the 
twelfth to be found in England. 
About 1,400 have been counted 
throughout the world. - 

Last one to hit the U.S. scared the 


daylights out of farmers near Nor-| 


ton, Kans., on Feb. 11, 1948. It ex- 
ploded 35 miles above the earth, and 
a 2,000-pound chunk of stone buried 


itself 11 feet deep in a wheat field. .

OLLyYwoop’s Henry_W. ‘‘Curley”’ 
Twiford has been living with ani- 
mals for so long that — to some of his 
friends —he_is beginning to look like 
one. With his muscular frame and 
bristling mane of yellow hair, he re- 
sembles a rather amiable lion. 

That is fine with Curley. After 35 
years of training animals to act in 
movies, he has an abiding respect for 
the four-footed and the feathered. 

“You can’t fly off the handle with 
animals,” says Curley. “Once they un- 
derstand what you want, they don’t 
have to be forced. They’re anxious to 
please, but they get stage fright just 
as people do. So I just talk things over 
with them quietly, and then every- 
thing’s okay.” 


Back-Yard Zoo 


Curley’s menagerie of some 400 owls, 
mountain lions, ravens, turtles, alliga- 
tors, eagles and hawks—all living hap- 
pily in the back yard of his North 
Hollywood home — includes a number 
of well-known public characters. 

There is “Jimmy the Raven,” a gim- 
let-eyed smoothie who has appeared 
in more. than 1,000 pictures and even 
been honored with screen credits. 

‘‘Cougar,’’ a sleek, six-year-old 

mountain lion has also done some 
mighty impressive snarling in 150 out- 
door films. 
--Two other important Twiford stars 
are “Admiral” and “Major,” a pair of 
American eagles. Admiral, who has 
flapped around for.50. years, poses for 
closeups. Major does most of the fly- 
ing, although Admiral first became fa- 
mous 35 years ago, when he flew with a 
live baby in his claws for a hair-raising 
film spectacle. 

Twiford has trained the eagle to talk 
—Or, more exactly, to respond to com- 
mands by opening and closing his beak. 
And with painstaking training, Twi- 
ford has taught “lip movement” to 
other animals — including a couple of 
Stage-struck turtles. 

Curley began his career with Jimmy 
the Raven, a pair of parakeets and a 
bulldog. One day, a movie director saw 
the bulldog trotting along carrying a 
stick with a parakeet perched at either 
end. Jimmy was on the dog’s back, 
bossing the act. It wasn’t long before 
all four were signed up for the movies. 

Curley’s career is not without its 
scars. He’s been bitten, clawed, 
Scratched and pecked. In most cases, 
he says, it wasn’t the animal's fault.

“I wrenched open the door,” 
Curley recalls, “and the cat quieted 
down. Then she began licking the 
blood on my wounds. She was sorry, 
and wanted to make up.” 

While filming the eagle carrying 
off the baby, Curley and a camera 
crew were over the ocean in a 
blimp. The eagle—equipped for this 
part of the sequence with a dummy 
baby—was tied to the blimp with 
1,000 feet of piano wire. This fouled 
in the propeller of one engine. Then 
the other engine conked out and 
the blimp began to settle. 

Curley climbed out on a strut, 
untangled the wire and pulled in 
the eagle. Then, clutching a pair of 
pliers, he crawled out to the other 
engine and got it started. Since 
that day, Curley has refused to.fly. 
Too dangerous, He says. 


The Seagulls Sank
